Correct 
me if I am wrong and if I am not, to again esk compliance* 

In fairness to your client, X am sending a copy of this letter to 
him, for until you figured in this his employees appeared genuinely sorry about 
tne damage tney had done and, if they spoke for managements attitude, indicated 
a willingness to consider whether or not it could ba relieved in en amicable 
manner* I could not have been more open with them or with you, oven offering 
you whatever you desired of the tapes of these conversations*
